■ As two FI teams founder, historic name set to return 

RE-BIRTH OF A 
RACE LEGEND 



A BANBURY-based racing team could be set 
to take to the track again for the first time 
in 22 years. 

Brabham Racing was founded in 1962 and last 
raced in 1992 with Damon Hill in the driving 
seat. 

The team was launched by three-time world 
champion Sir Jack Brabham - the only man to win 
a FI World Championship title in his own car. 

The new team has now passed the £250,000 
target it had aimed to raise through a 
crowdfunding appeal. 

It plans to use the money to compete in the 
2015 FIA World Endurance Championship, which 
includes the Le Mans 24 Hours. 

More than 2,500 people from 62 countries 
have donated to the appeal.

They will be able to vote on decisions 
including which drivers get behind the wheels of 
the team's cars. 

Meanwhile, at Leafield-based Caterham FI, all 
230 staff have been made redundant - despite 
administrators securing cash to race in this 
weekend's Abu Dhabi Grand Prix through a 
crowdfunding appeal. More than £1,921,153 had 
been donated by fans towards of the team's 
£2,350,000 target. 

A statement from the administrators said: "For 
the past few weeks there has been insufficient 
funds to pay staff salaries. 

"However, now that the administration process 
has started, and the staff are formally made 
redundant, employees are now able to make 
their claims to the Redundancy Payments 
Office. 

"This in no way affects the Caterham FI 
Team showcasing itself at Abu Dhabi, which 
is being done in order to maximise chances 
of getting a purchaser to complete a deal and 
so enhance potential for a long-term solution 
and re-employment." 

And Brabham's fellow Banbury team, 
Marussia FI, ceased trading last week with 
the loss of 200 jobs after it also went into 
administration. 

David Brabham, team principal, said: 

"With Caterham close to closing and 
Marussia, there could be 400 people out of 
work. If we can start another team, that's 


great news."

■ A TEENAGER was beaten up in Banbury 
in an attempted robbery. The 18-year-old 
was walking through Hardwick Park, near 
Hardwick Community Centre, on Monday, 
October 10, at about 2.15pm.

a light blue zip-up tracksuit top and grey 
tracksuit bottoms.

Supermarket chain agrees 
deal to solve footpath hitch 


A COMPROMISE deal has been 
reached to allow construction of 
Chipping Norton's new Aldi 
supermarket to get under 
way, so it can open as 
planned in October next 
year. 

Aldi was told it must 
build a footpath linking the 
store to London Road as 
one of the conditions for 
planning permission being 
granted by West Oxfordshire 
District Council earlier this 
year. 

But it later emerged that Oxfordshire 
County Council had sold off some of

the land needed for the path to Country 
Estates, owner of the Cromwell 
Business Park, next to the former 

county council highways depot 
off Banbury Road where the 
supermarket will be built. 

And Country Estates had 
obtained a High Court order in 
2009, preventing any access 
being created across its 
property. 

Aldi has now agreed to pay 
£35,000 to the county council 
as compensation for not being 
able to provide the footpath, which will 
be put towards access improvements 
for the store. 


Stay-at-home festivities 


AS Christmas approaches, 
more than half of people 
surveyed in Oxfordshire are 
opting to host friends and 
families rather than going out 
according to research 
conducted by a Banbury- 
based drinks company. 

Hot drinks firm Tassimo 
found that 53 per cent of local 
people were planning to stay 
away from pubs, restaurants 
and parties in favour of 
hosting. 

The survey, of 194 people, 
also found that 41 per cent of 
people worry about not being 
prepared enough when

hosting, while 40 per cent 
panic about leaving their 
guests alone when preparing 
food. 

Last week Banbury factory 
owners Mondelez International 
announced a £30m investment 
for two new Tassimo coffee 
production lines. 

The cash boost, coinciding 
with the 50th anniversary of 
the site, could reportedly 
create 80 more jobs.

Fear over 
cancer 
drugs 
rethink

AN Oxfordshire cancer 
campaigner who secured a 
national fund for costly 
treatments says people could 
die if plans are given the go- 
ahead to restrict access to it. 

Clive Stone hit out after NHS 
England announced it would re¬ 
evaluate about half the drugs 
funded by the Cancer Drugs 
Fund and assess costs. 

The fund was set up in 2010 
after lobbying by Mr Stone - 
who has battled 34 brain 
tumours - to fund expensive 
drugs not provided by the NHS. 

Mr Stone said: "People are 
going to die, there is no doubt 
about it. Why don't people keep 
their promises? If we could only 
tax the super rich we could have 
a fully-funded health service and 
care for the elderly." 

Prime Minister David 
Cameron made the fund promise 
from Mr Stone's Oxfordshire 
home in 2010. 

The former bank manager 
lobbied him following his 
successful fight to be treated 
with the kidney cancer drug, 
Sunitinib, in 2007. This included 
a 2008 delegation of 100 
patients to Downing Street. Mr 
Stone said this week that he was 
prepared to go back. 

He said: "I am thinking of 
leading another march."

The fund has £280m and has 
provided cash for 55,000 
patients. 

Now NHS England is to re¬ 
evaluate 43 drugs on the list 
and, for the first time, assess a 
drug's costs along with its 
clinical benefits, potentially 
introducing price restrictions. 

Patients who are currently 
receiving drugs on the list will 
continue to get them if the drug 
is removed from approved 
treatments. 

Fund chairman and oncologist 
Professor Peter Clark said: "The 
fund has delivered major 
benefits to many patients, but if 
this is to continue we have to 
act now. We have got to make 
sure that the Cancer Drugs Fund 
delivers drugs which offer good 
clinical benefit at reasonable 
prices so the Cancer Drugs Fund 
can treat the largest number of 
patients."

The ten-year-old from Banbury 
added: "It will be a dream come 
true because I have always wanted 
to do this. 

"It's a once-in-a lifetime 
opportunity because I don't know 
anyone who has done this." 

Mr Conlan launched 2Fierce with 
girlfriend Jessica MacDonnnell two 
years ago after meeting while 
studying for their NVQ National 
Diploma in Dance at Bedford's 
Stella Mann College. 

Dancers aged between seven and 
18 from Banbury and surrounding 
areas now meet weekly for street, 
tap and contemporary dance classes 
at London Yard studios, in Parsons 
Street. 

Last year, youngsters auditioned 
for 2Fierce's Elite team, which meets 


for 45 minutes each week to train 
for competitions. 

Mr Conlan said he was moved to 
enter the youngsters into the 
competition after watching this 
year's finals in June.

■ Inquest told of the growing reliance on private ambulances 

Service in 'crisis' 


OXFORDSHIRE'S ambulance trust is 
struggling to fill more than 200 
paramedic vacancies as it tries to 
cope with rising demand. 

The trust has revealed it is relying on 
private firms to respond to call-outs 
because it cannot cover them with its 
own staff. 

And in the last year South Central 
Ambulance Service has doubled the 
number of times it contracted firms for 
emergency call-outs. 

The high cost of living in Oxfordshire, 
lack of housing and low wages have 
been blamed for the failure to retain or 
replace enough staff. 

A senior ambulance boss revealed the 
issues his organisation faced at an 
inquest last week. 

Oxfordshire Coroner Darren Salter said 
two ambulance staff from contractor UK 
Specialist Ambulance Service 
prematurely pronounced the death of 
Caron Kiernan, 55, in a field outside her 
Otmoor home. 

Although he said their actions did not 
make a difference to the eventual 
outcome, issues were raised about the 
use of private firms. 

Mark Ainsworth-Smith, a consultant 
emergency care practitioner, said the 
London-based UK Specialist Ambulance 
Service was one of five companies used 
by the service. 

He said there had been a 25 per cent

increase in demand on the trust since 
2010. 

He went on to tell the inquest that it 
was difficult to retain staff because of the 
high cost of living. 

Mr Ainsworth-Smith added that it was 
a less attractive career because trainee 
paramedics used to attend a 16-week 
course but it could now be five years 
before they fully qualified. 

He said: "We have 260 outstanding 
vacancies for paramedics. To meet 
current demand we need to get basic 
ambulances mobile. 

"We use third-party ambulance 
providers in circumstances where we 


need to cover shortfalls in ambulances 
and staff." 

When UK Specialist Ambulance 
Service staff were called to help Mrs 
Kiernan last year, private contractors 
attended nine per cent of call-outs on 
behalf of the South Central Ambulance 
Service, but this had since increased to 
1 6 per cent. 

Contractors use their own vehicles and 
staff, who are often self-employed, but 
some of the equipment is the same as 
that used by South Central Ambulance 
Service staff. 

Mr Ainsworth-Smith said the service 
worked with the company in training and 
visited its ambulance stations to carry out 
random checks. 

Oxfordshire MP Andrew Smith said: 
"It's a huge concern if the service has 


such a huge shortfall in provision and it 
must be costing it a lot to fill the gap 
with this private provision. 

"To be 260 paramedics short looks like 
a crisis to me. 

"The cost of housing is a huge 
problem when it comes to both 
recruitment and retention, and there 
needs to be a premium for people living 
in Oxfordshire that reflects the high 
costs." 

Unison union official Sarah 
O'Donoghue blamed low pay and not 
enough internal training for the failure to 
replace outgoing staff. 

She said: "While South Central 
Ambulance Service started training staff 
externally, rather than internally, some 
time ago, other competitor trusts have 
been investing in internal training." 

Ms O'Donoghue said other services, 
including neighbouring East of England 
Ambulance Service, had considered 
increasing ambulance staff pay - but 
South Central pay had remained the 
same. 

Some staff quit the service for other 
jobs that had better pay and conditions, 
she said. 

She added: "There's no robust plan to 
close the gap between need and 
provision. If people can't afford to live in 
Oxfordshire they are going to move or go 
for higher paid employment and better 
conditions."

I n December 2013, the Queen 
granted a posthumous royal 
pardon to Alan Turing. 

The London-born mathematician 
had been prosecuted for 
homosexuality in 1952 - a criminal 
act at the time - and he undertook 
a treatment of chemical castration 
with oestrogen injections rather 
than serve time behind bars. 

It was an undeservedly inglorious 
end for a brilliant man, who was 
instrumental in breaking the Enigma 
code and should have been feted by 
our battle-scarred nation as a hero. 

Based on a biography by Andrew 
Hodges, The Imitation Game relives 
that race against time to decipher 
German communications and bring 
the Second World War to a swift 
conclusion. 

Morten Tyldum's masterful drama 
neither shies away from Turing's 
homosexuality nor lingers on it, 
framing nail-biting events at 
Bletchley Park with the 
mathematician's 1951 arrest in 
Manchester. 

"If you're not paying attention, 
you'll miss things," Turing teases us 
in voiceover. 

Indeed, you'll miss impeccable 
production design, an 
unconventional yet touching 
romance, subterfuge and sterling 
performances, including an Oscar¬ 


worthy portrayal of the socially 
awkward genius from Benedict 
Cumberbatch. 

Alan Turing (Cumberbatch) sits in 
a police interrogation room with 
Detective Nock (Rory Kinnear), 
facing a charge of indecency with a 
19-year-old unemployed man called 
Arnold Murray. 

"I think Turing's hiding 
something," Nick informs his 
Superintendent (Steven 
Waddington), who is keen to wrap 
up the conviction. 

In flashback, we witness Alan's 
arrival at Bletchley Park where 
Commander Denniston (Charles 
Dance) and Major General Stewart 
Menzies (Mark Strong) preside over 
a group of the country's keenest 
minds in the hope that one of them 
can break Enigma. 

Hugh Alexander (Matthew 
Goode), John Cairncross (Allen 
Leech) and Peter Hilton (Matthew 
Beard) work alongside Turing, but 
he ploughs his own furrow and 
raises eyebrows by recruiting Joan 
Clarke (Keira Knightley) to the team. 

She is a beautiful mind like 
Turing, inspiring him to greatness by 
observing, "Sometimes it is the 
people no one imagines anything of 
that do the things people never 
imagine." 

Punctuated by school-day scenes 
of the young Turing (Alex Lawther) 
and his first love, an older boy 
called Christopher (Jack Bannon), 
The Imitation Game is a beautifully 
crafted tribute to a prodigy, whose 
invaluable contribution to the war 
effort was unjustly besmirched by 
bigotry. 

Cumberbatch is mesmerising, 
trampling over the egos of fellow 
code breakers without any concern
